more before the burying ground at the 
widow's home is depopulated of her vic- 
tims.

Police Seek Mrs. Gunness. 


At least two men, who later disap- 
peared, were at the Gunness home for 
more than a week, and one of them is 
said to have' had his trunk sent there. 
The Chicago authorities have also been 
asked to look for Mrs. Gunness, and her 
photographs are being sent out to all, 
the police departments of the principal | 
citles. 

The police are backing away from the 
theory that she perished with her three 
children in the burning of her home. The 
head of the body supposed to be Mrs. 
Gunness has not been found, and it seems 
impossible that it could have been en- 
tirely destroyed, when the remainder of 
the body was left practically unharmed, 
only being slightly scorched. | 

Those who saw the body which was| 
thought to be that of Mrs. Gunness now | 
seem to question if it was as large as 
the woman it was supposed to represent. | 
She had a mouthful of gold teeth. Noth-| 
ing had been found to justify the belief, 
that she perished. Every Police Depart-| 
ment in the country will be placed on her | 
trail, and if she is trying to get back, 
to Norway she may be apprehended. | 

Man’s Skeleton in a Box. 


The first body found to-day was un-| 
covered at a point about five feet from 
the spot. Where other bodies were found 
yesterday. A large crowd of curious peo- 
ple were present, and slowly and, care- | 
fully the Sheriff and his assistant re- 
moved the earth, and the skeleton of a 
man was exposed. It was lying face} 
downward, and had apparently been care- 
lessly *dumped into a box and then cov- 
ered. Among the débris that covered the 
body was a little tin stove, the plaything 
of a baby, perhaps of one of the Gunness 
children. 

The finding of this body to-day may} 
prove conclusively that two men who vis- 
iteq the Gunness home about the same 
time a year ago are the victims.

SCHOOL 177, at 64 Market Street.—Door 
leading from cellar made fireproof, also fire- 
proof stairway. - The location of this school 
is dangerous on account of the paper ware- 
houses inthe immediate vicinity. 


SCHOOL 42, in Hester Street from Lud- 
low to Orchard.—Stairway east end of bulld- 
ing on Ludlow Street side, which ends at 
second floor, (known as Exit 9,) should be 
carried up tp the third, fourth, and fifth 
floors; same at stairway known as Exit 8. 
Doors of Rooms 203, 208, and 403 should be 
closed and new doors be cut about twenty 
feet further away at other end of these 
rooms, 80 es to leave doors in pairs inatead 
of present way, (three together,) to prevent 
congestion. 

SCHOOL 124, at 29 Horatio Street.—Tem- 
porary brace op first floor which extends 
from front to rear of building should be re- 
moved or covered with fireproofing mate- 
rial, as it runs directly over the boiler and 
is in a dangerous condition. William J. 
Shearn, third class fireman, has no license, 
is in charge of same, as there is no janitor 
for this school. Front room, west side of 
building, is lath and plaster and in bad 
condition, and fireproof doors should be 
placed over same. Fireproof doors should 
be placed at five openings to yard, west 
side, or be closed up. 

SCHOOL 33, at 418 West Twenty-eighth 
Street.—Fire escapes should be placed on 
annex; all stairways should be made fire- 
proof; need for weeklw fire drills under the 
supervision of the Fire Depertment. 

SCHOOL 93, at 604 Amsterdam Avenue.— 
Electric buzzer should be placed at Prin- 
cipal’s desk, with electsic buttons at some 
convenient place on each floor and cellar, 
having a code of signals between teachers, 
janitor, and Principals; not to be used ex- 
cept in case of a real fire, when some au- 
thorized person should send in the alarm of 
fire to this departrrent. ‘ 

SCHOOL 179, at 101st Styeei, between Co- 
lumbus and Amsterdar aAvenves.—Should 
remove all combust'thle maierial not abso- 
lutely necessary from all pee of the build- 
ing; should have self-cloulre fireproof doors 
at entrance to cellar, tn »lace of wooden 
ones: psrmanent steps needed from window 
sills of classrooms to fire escape# to assist 
children in case of necessi v.

Contractor, Held for Killing 
Oregon Jeweler. 


MARRIED 


Brilllant Officer and Armor Expert 


Wrecks His Career by Use of 
Drugs—His Criminal Record.

PORTLAND, Ore., May 6.—Edward H. 
Martin, son of a former New York con- 
tractor, 35 years of age, a graduate of 
West Point, armor expert at Sandy Hook, 
graduate of Furdham College and the 
New York Law School, end temporarily 
employed in thea City Engineer's office 
here, has been arrested for the murder 
of Nathan Welff. The crime was com- 
mitted ‘n Woiffs jewelry store last Fri- 

night. 
pg Hare had been missing from his home 
on the east side since Sunday at 6 o'clock. 
The police basa their surety that Martin 
committed the murder on a bloody shirt 
found Saturday behind the Washington 
Hote!. The shirt was sold to Martin by 
a second hand dealer Friday morning. 

The police are not alone in their suspli- 
cion of his guilt. When Martin came 
home Friday night without his shirt and 
with his head cut in two places, as if 
with an axe, his hands and face also 
much scratched, his wife was greatly 
shockeéu. 

The next morning she read the account 
fof the murder of Wolff, the pawnbroker, 
which recited that the face of the mur- 
dered man had been slashed with repeated 
blows of an axe. He had evidently been 
killegd while defending his valuables. She 
accused her husband. He told her a tale 
of a hold-up, then of a fight in a poker 
game. But the wife would not accept 
either story, and Martin left the house in 
anger. 

Martin had been on a cocaine and whis- 
ky spree for several days. In his cell at 
the city station he is ready enough to 
talk, but his talk lacks coherency. , De- 
spite his pleas the police will not give him 
any of the drug, in the hope that when 
he is: sufficiently tortured by the lack of 
it he will confess the murder. 

Martin stoutly denies his guilt, but in 
accounting for his wanderings since the 
night of the crime he tells fantastic tales. 


Suspected of Previous Murder. 


Martin’s career in the West has been @ 
checkered one. He was suspected of the 
murder of his partner in the Thunder 
Mountain mining district’ of Idaho County, 
Idaho, and in 1905 was held in the Idaho 
County Jail for several months ona burg- 
lary charge, while officers were investi- 
gating the disappearance of his partner. 

Martir was accompanied to Granger- 
ville, Idaho, by his parents, who obtained 
an interest for him in some Thunder 
Mountain property. It was while en- 
aged in the development of this property 
that his partner disappeared under con- 
ditions that led the officers to believe 
that he had been murdered. 

Martin was arrested in February, 1905, 
and. held until the following October, 
when his release was ordered, as the body 
of his partner could not be found. While 
confined in jail, Martin endeavored to ob- 
tain his liberty by burning the jail build- 
ing. 

After his release, he came to Lewis- 
town, Idaho, and afterward was arrested 
in Moscow and Wallace, Idaho, on charges 
of insanity. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., May 6.—On Oct. 19, 
1904, Edward Hugh Martin married Miss 
Theresa A. Griffin in this city. They 
left at once for Portland, where, it was 
said, Mr. Martin was to take a course in 
surgery at a hospital. His parents sup- 
plied the couple with money, which he 
deposited in a bank which failed, and he 
abandoned the surgery course. 

His wife's relatives in this city say that 
in the Spanish-American war Martin re- 
ceived wounds in the head and the injury 
nad. during the last year, affected his 
mind.

HELPED FRIENDS, LOST ALL.! 


President Magee of the Manasquan | 
Bank Then Killed Himself. 


Special to The New York Times. | 

MANASQUAN, N. J., May 6.—Part of | 
the story of how Morgan Delancey Magee, | 
President of the First National Bank of | 
this town, tried to keep open the doors of | 
the institution in the few days preceding | 
his suicide, came out to-day after the 
residents of Manasquan read in THE} 
Times of how the affairs of the bani | 
stood when National Bank Examiner 
Schofield took charge. It was the first 
insight the public had had of the affairs | 
of the bank, and the revelations surprised | 
even many of those who had thought they 
were aware of the present condition of 
the institution. 

It developed that the Controller of the 
Currency had allowed Mr. Magee until 
last Friday to take up a lot of. paper 
which the bank was carrying for Magee’s 
business friends. The bank President had 
heen informed by the Controller that the 
First National would have to close its 
doors unless this paper was got rid of. 
Much of it consisted of notes held by 
those connected with the New Jersey- 
West Virginia Bridge Company, which 
went into the hands of receivers to-day. 
Some of it was secured by collateral 
which the Controller, upon the.report of 
his Examiner, had decided was not the 
kind a National bank could carry. 

After several days of ineffectual effort 
to have the unsatisfactory paper taken | 
up, Mr. Magee turned as a last resort to} 

rank M. Wyant, President and General | 
Manager of the bridge company. 

On Thursday Mr. Magee made a Iast, 
appeal to Mr. Wyant, and it is said that | 
Mr. Wyant promised to have the $40,000 
for Mr. Magee on Thursday night. 3ut 
when Thursday night came Mr. Wyant did | 
not appear and Mr. Magee was unable to 
find him. It wds the last straw. On Fri- | 
day morning Mr. Magee’s body was found | 
on the end of a pier head, a bullet in his 
brain. And then the bank closed. 

Mr. Magee carried life insurance, which 
his friends say approximates $3),000, and 
they believe that the money will be ap- 
plied to mpning good part of the paper 
the bank President indorsed. The extent | 
of such paper is known only to Bank Ex- 
aminer Schofield and the officials of the 
bank, and they refuse to talk. But the 
whole town of Manasquan knows that Mr. 
Magee’s trust in his fellow-men was such | 
that he would willingly indorse their 
paper if he thought they were borrowing 
within their means. .

Backed from 40 to 1 Down, Out- 
sider Was First in Jamaica 


Consolation Race.

ARASEE TOOK THE STAKES) 


Pricillian Was First for Belmont, After 
a Sharp Finish with Keene’s Peter 
Quince—Five Choices Beaten. 


The happenings at the Jamaica race 
course yesterday struck a fair balance 
between sensation and disaster for a sin- 
gularly large attendance under the condi- 
tions of the weather and the common- 
place progratrame offered. In the shape 
of disaster the defeat of five post favor- 
ites figured big, though thé truly stanch 
among the backers had the chance to 
recoup on the last race of the day, when 
the single winning favorite got home 
first. 

Some long-chance horses got to the 
winning post first, but the most amazing 
result achieved was that of the fifth 
event, a cheap selling purse for horses 
that had not won in 1907 or 1908. Appar- 
ently for the simple reason that they were 
the youngest horses in the race, and 
therefore had the shortest bad records, 
Dash-a-Way «nd Alila were the two best 
backed runnara in this event, Dash-a- 
Way starting a very slight favorite. In 
the meantime, however, Cary, a five-year- 
old gelding, which once upon a time 
caught Oiseau unprepared, and beat him 
at the Saraioga track, when Cary won 
at odds of 60 to 1, was backed with such 
insistence that from a top price of 40 to 
1 gelding went to the post at 10 to 
1. Cary was ridden by Garner, a jockey 
who very nearly fitted the conditions 
made for hors.s, as Garner had not rid- 
den a winner s'nce gbout July, 1907: but 
luck was with the pair for the day, and 
closing from far back in the crowd, Cary 
loomed up as a contender in the short 
stretch. For the first part of the mile 
and a sixteenth contest Disaster, at 100 
to 1, was the pacemaker, and he still 
was in front when Cary coming in in the 
short run home made his challenge. There 
was but a brief contest at the last six- 
teenth pole, and then Cary drew out and 
won, hips in front of Disaster second, 
with George Hall a close third. 

Another long-chance winner was 8. C. 
Hildreth’s two-year-old filly Silk Hose 
in the five furlongs for maiden fillies. 
Luck helped Silk Hose at that, for J. R. 
Keene’s Opal bore every appearance of 
being a winner, when on the turn comin 
to the stretch she ran out and ig ty 
out of the race, Silk Hose, at 15 to 1, then 
coming on and winning rather easily. 
The bad luck of the Keene stable with 
Opal was only a fraction of the ill-fortune 
that came for the establishment in the 
course of the day. In the first race San- 
dal, carrying the Keene colors, was badly 
beaten by Grimaldi, a horse that Mr. 
Keene thought so little of that he weeded 
him out of his stable last season, Grimaldi 
racing well forward all the distance, and 
winning, hustled out, by a half length 
from Jane Swift, the post favorite.

uince, in the last race of the day, and} 
though Peter Quince ran what looked 
like a winning race, he was beaten after 
repeated bumping in the run down the 
stretch by Pricillian, from August Bel- 
mont’s stable, and though a claim of foul 
against Pricillian was lodged by Notter 
who rode the horse, the Stewards refuse 
to change the placing of the judges. 
Pricillian, horsemen recalled, was the 
choice of the Belmont stable for the/ 
Futurity of last year, and it was even 
said that in the poaeeng trials he showed 
better than Norman III., the Belmont 
horse which yesterday won the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas in England. Peter Quince 
likewise was one of the highly tried sons 
of Commando in the Keene stable last 
season. 

The single stake event of the card, the 
Columbus selling, for three-year-olds, at 
a mile and a sixteenth, brought out the 
lightest field of the day, with Castlewood 
the post favorite over Alauda, which was 
regarded as the next best horse. Arasee 
showed that the betting was all wrong, 
however, by jumping out to the front at 
the lifting of the barrier and racing in 
the lead from end to end, Arasee winning 
easily by three lengths from Castlewood, 
second, and Alauda third.

Whatever may be the result of the 


; Presidential election, there is one kind 


of tariff revision that we shall not and 
can not have—a radical reduction of 
rates. Of this it may be said positively 
that there is no remote possibility. 
There are several things that make 
it impossible. In the first place the 
Republican majority in the Senate will 
not be materially weakened in the next 
four years, and no reduction of the 


| tariff can take place that does not meet 


the views of these stanch protection- 
ists. In the next place the Democratic 
Party is itself hopelessly divided as to 
the policy of protection, and, even if 
it had entire discretion, could not be 
brought to agree upon any extreme 
measure. 

Apart, from any definite 
prospect of action in regard to the 
tariff, there lingers in the minds of 
business men to some extent the old 
fear that “agitation” of the tariff will 
be injurious to business. This is not 
true as it used to be, and is hardly 
true at all. For one thing, the need 
of revision is generally recognized. It 
is felt as much by manufacturers as 
by any other class.

Those criticisms were 
sound then as now, but they were dis- 
regarded only under the pressure of 
events of a compelling nature, and such 
as are now conspicuously absent as a 
reason for enacting anything known to 
be wrong. The Vreeland bill will never 
commend itself because it is eriticised 
for reasons of financial science. On the 
contrary, those criticisms. will gain 
cumulative force, exactly as the argu- 
ments against the National bank sys- 
tem have done. Nothing ever was 
alleged against the National bank sys- 
tem of a bond-secured currency s0 
severe as the contention now that it 
is necessary to pass an emergency cur- 
rency law because the existing system 
cannot care for such an ordinary emer- 
gency as the moving of the next 
harvest. It is true that every crop sea- 
son is a minor crisis under the bond- 
secured currency scheme, but nobody 
ought to contend that the ‘proper 
remedy is another dose of the cause 
of the trouble. The wholesome effects 
of the events since last October ought} 
not to be wasted in securing a bill like | 
any of those proposed by the majority 
at Washington in such bewildering suc- 
cession. The Aldrich-Vreeland-Cannon- 
Roosevelt-Republican proposals are lit- 
tle short of an insult to the financial 
opinion of the country. 


PEACE IN THE FAR EAST? 

It was avowedly a message of peace 
that was delivered at Carnegie Hall by 
his. Excellency, Dr. Wu TiInG-FAna. 
After describing and to some extent 
explaining the changes that have taken 
place in China in the last two decades, 
he concluded his address with these 
impressive words: 

What does this awakening of China 
mean to the world? To my mind, it 
means, in the first place, true and lasting 
peace in the Far East. The moment 
China becomes strong enough after her 
awakening to maintain her sovereign 
rights and protect herself from aggres- 
sion, the Far Eastern question will have 
been solved. 

It will be seen that there is, how- 
ever, in these words an implication suf- 
ficiently plain that the peace which is 
promised by the awakening of the 
ancient empire may have to be reached, 
as well as maintained, through the 
exercise of force. -Undoubtedly the 
utterances of a Minister so experienced 
as his Excellency, and so entirely at 
home in the English language, are care- 
fully weighed, and may be taken at 
their full significance. In this case 
their significance includes the protec- 
tion of the empire and its sovereign 
rights from aggression. It is primarily 
for that that China is strengthening 
itself through the adoption of the 
methods and instrumentalities and the 
organization of Western civilization. 

The inevitably suggests 
itself, From what quarter do the rulers 
of China look for “aggression,” by 
whom do they think that her “ sov- 
ereign rights” are likely to be denied

perately of the nature of platitudes, and 
they are far too dull and cold ever to 
serve as a new inspiration for China. 
Certainly they have been admired and 
cultivated atleast as much as they de- 
serve in that ‘country, but in spite of all 
the reverence in which they have been 
held by the Chinese millions, their in- 
fluence on the national spirit has been de- 
plorable—at least from what must be the 
point of view of a cosmopolitan like Min- 
ister Wu 

Simmered down, Confucianism ts little 
more than a series of ‘‘ don'ts,” and it 
isn’t by not doing things that great ends 
are achieved. Of course, the Chinese in 
New York might employ, and have em- 
ployed, their money to worse purpose 
than in erecting a “temple of Confu- 
| ius,” especially if they devote most of 
;the space in it to kinds of mental! and 
| physical education to which the ancient 
| sage never gave a thought—which seems 
|to be the intention. Confucianism is cer- 
tainly better than the crude superstitions 
in the midst of which it has flourished, 
so far as it can be said to have flour- 
ished at all, and, as the name of Con- 
FuciIUs is about the only one in Chinese 
history that anybody in other lands real- 
ly knows, perhaps it is well to exploit 
his fame even at this late day. 

If, however, it weren’t for the general 
though vague impression that he was a 
great man there would be an inclination 
tu deny that China had ever produced 
one, and that in turn would invite the 
prophecy that she never will. Neverthe- 
less, it is a good deal like waste of time 
to honor CONFUCIUS nowadays anywhere 
except in the encyclopedias, and while 
it would be most undiplomatic and there- 
fore unwise for Minister Wu to say any- 
thing of the kind, the sincerity of his 
reverence for the Confucian cult is just 
a little dubious.

Among the other notables were 
Thomas E. Ying, Hule Ken, Superintend- 
ent of the Chinese Sunda School at Ninth 
Street, and President Singleton of the 
Chinese Empire Reformed Association. 

Dr. Chen opened the revival meeting at 
1:30 with a sermon based on two texts 
from the Confucian Analects. According 
to a translation viven by Luie Fang, 
erstwhile interpreter to sightseeing par- 
ties in Chinatown, he said: 

‘To-day it is the bes’ opportunity to 
hear how necessary is the Confucian 
Temple for our people. All Melicans here 
have place to go. They say Chinamen 
uncivilized because they have no society 
to educate.

PASS ANTI-LIQUOR VOTE 


Demand Abolition of Canteens In Na- 
tional Soldiers’ Homes—787 Del- 
egates Answer Roll Call.

BALTIMORE, May 6.—The General 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church was opened here to-day, and 787 
delegates out of about 800 entitled to sit 
in the centennial conference were present 
when the first roll call was made. 

The first business transacted was the 
passage of a resolution demanding the 
abolition of the liquor traffic in the Na-| 
tional soldiers’ 10mes, This resolu- 
tion was offered by Dr, A. B, Leonard, 
Secretary of the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions, The resolution having been adopt- 
ed, the conference voted to send the fol- 
lowing message to Speaker Cannon of the 
House of Representatives: 

The General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, representing 3,000,000 
members, urges continued exclusion of in- 
toxicating liquors from the soldiers’ homes. 
In the devotional services with which 

the conference was opened as well as in 
the roll call, the far-flung battle line of | 
the Methodist Episcopal Church was ap-} 
parent. Assisting in the religious exer- 
cises were Bishop Thoburn of India, the 
Rev. A. A. Jhansen of Sweden, the Rev. 
D. F. Witherspoon, a negro of South 
Carolina; Bishop Hartsell of Africa, and 
the Rev. H. H. Lowrey of China.

PHILADELPHIA, May 6.—By a close 
vote the Episcopal Diocese of Pennsyl- 


vania went on record to-day against re- 
consideration of the ‘‘ open pulpit ’ canon. 
The announced final vote by which the 
resolution requesting a suspension of the 
new provision was defeated was: 

Clerical—Nay, 92; yea, 90, 

Lay—Nay, 62; yea, 46.

Subsequent examination of the official 
vote showed that ninety-four, clergymen 
had voted by inference for the “open 
pulpit,” slightly increasing the majority. 
Both parties found gratification in the 
result, 

The subject was introduced yesterday 
by a resolution presented by the Rev. Dr. 
J. Andrews Harris, which requested the 
House of Bishops, individually to suspend 
action under Canon 19 until the question 
could again be considered by a general 
convention. There were no surprises in 
the vote, except for the strength of the 
High Church party in country parishes. 
In the city the laymen generally followed 
the lead of their rectors.

Specialists in inactive stocks do not find 
enough to keep them busy at times, which 
means a limitation to their earning ca- 
pacity, both as to profits and commis- 
sions. No one assumes, of course, that 
the specialist limits himself to the actual 
commissions which accrue to-him by 
reason of his filling orders from his books. 
He trades for himself and sometimes very 
much to his advantage. Within a very 
short time, a few days in fact, the spe- 
cialist in one stock was very much sur- 
prised. Absolute stagnation had pre- 
vailed for a long time, but one evening 
at the theatre he met a friend who told 
him in the most casual way that he be- 
lMeved that some activity was impending 
in the particular stock of which this 
broker made a specialty.

It ' 
had $3,700,000 of 6 per cent. notes falling 
due, but these have been converted into 


long-term obligations of first mortgage 


bonds, upon which there has been no de- | 


fault. 

At the same time the fixed charges on 
this capital] have been reduced, as the 
bogds bear 4 per cent. interest. Minority 
stockholders and some of the bondholders 
have learned enough about the situation 
to lead them to ®elieve that there is a 
fair chance that other interests than the 
Goulds may have the upper hand in the 
forthcoming readjustment of the yoad's 


affairs.

‘CHEAP JOHN INOUIRY, 
JEROME DECLARES 


He So Characterizes the King 
Charges While Under Cross- 
Examination. 


IGNORANT OF JURY FIXING 


He Viewed the Whole Case as a Means 
to Bring the “Whole Hearst 
Outfit” Into Notoriety.

District Attorney Jerome took his turn 
under cross-examination yesterday when 
he had finished submitting to Commis- 
sioner Richa~a L. Hand his defense on 
the charges preferred by the King Com- 
mittee of Metropolitan Street Railway 
stockholders. 

When the _  cross-examination came, 
Franklin Pierce, counsel for the King 
Committee, began to pick over Mr. Je- 
rome’s course in the Metropolitan jury- 
fixing investigation conducted by Justice 
Seabury, then of the City Court, in Feb- 
ruary and March, 1906. One factor In 
the defense against this charge had been 
the assertion of the District Attorney 
that he had no personal knowledge what- 
ever of the information given to his sub- 
ordinates by Louis E. Julian, Stanley 8. 
Bagg, and William H. Tillinghast on the 
subject in the Fall of 1905. Mr. Pierce 
took’ up a letter written to Julian by 
William A. Henneberry, Mr. Jerome’s 
chief clerk, who was one of his campaign 
managers in the 1905 election, written 
to Julian during this period, in which the 
statement was made that the matter was 
receiving very serious consideration by 
the District Attorney's office. 

Mr. Pierce called attention to the fact 
that not only Mr. Henneberry but As- 
sistant District Attorneys Smythe, Hart, 
and Nott had come into contact with the 
jury-fixing charges prior to the begin- 
ning of 1906. and asked Mr. Jerome if he 
Were sure that he had no personal 
knowledge of the subject at that time 
whatever. Mr. Jerome insisted that he 
hadn't. The date fixed by Mr. Jerome 
as marking the first of his knowledge on 
the subject had been Jan. »2, 1906, when 
Attorney A. Edward Weod:uff wrote to 
him about it. Soon after hat the Sea- 
burv investigation startec. Mr. Jerome 
seid: 

i viewed the whole proceeding as a 
move to secure notoriety for the political 
purposes of the Hearst outfit.’’ 

Jerome Aided the Defense. 


Mr. Pierce brought out the fact that 
Mr. Jerome, while investigating tho fury- 
fixing charges on his own account prior 
to appearing in Justice Seabury’s court 
on March took, the pains to get an 
affidavit from a man named Netter 
denying certain statements of Julian, 
who was the complaining witness be- 
fore Justice Seabury. 

“Did you ever know of another pro- 
secuting officer who got affidavits to 
discredit the People’s witness, seventeen 
days before a case was set for a hear- 
ing?’’ asked Mr. Pierce. Mr. Jerome said 
he got the Netter affidavit in the in- 
terest of bringing out the truth, and 
that he instituted the prosecution of 
Julian for grand larceny primarily for 
the purpose of convicting him of that 
crime and secondarily to show Julian’s 
true character to Justice Seabury. 

“When you had George R. Bagg work- 
ing in your office at this time, 
didn't 
deposition was true or not?” 

“TI did,” said Mr. Jerome, ‘‘and as I 
recall, he said that it was a damn lie.” 

“Why didn’t you take George R. Bagg 
down to the examination before Justice 
Seabury?” persisted Mr. Pierce. 

“I didn’t think it necessary,’’ the Dis- 
trict Attorney came back. ‘‘ That ex- 
amination blew up.” 

**You was the gentleman that blew up; 
you was the gentleman that walked out,” 
commented the prosecuting counsel. 

“Yes,” replied Mr. Jerome with equal 
regard for English, ‘“‘I were the gentle- 
man who walked out.’’

Shortly 
afterward Mr. Jerome said that he didn’t 
consid@r that there was any bribery in 
giving hats to court officers. 

“TI know a dozen men within the sound 
of my voice whose firms give away 
Christmas presents to court officers, some 
of whom facilitate business in large mat- 
ters,’’ he said. 

Mr. Pierce pointed out that it had been 
charged that Tillinghast’s paid jury serv- 
fice was arranged by court officers. 

“Do you think it was impertinent that 
Justice Seabury should make an investi- 


gation under these conditions? ** he asked. 

“I don’t think it impertinent; I think 
it was a cheap political play,’ returned 
Mr. Jerome. 

“Don’t you think it was an honorable 
thing for a Justice of a court where offi- 
cers were being tampered with to find 
out the facts? ”’ 

*““Yes,”’ said Mr. Jerome. 

“Then why attribute improper mo- 
tives?’’ Mr. Pierce demanded, 

Mr. Jerome said he had several reasons, 
among oihers that Justice Seabury looked 
over toward the newspaper men when he 
taxed Attorney Quackenbush with the 
loss of the vouchers in accident cases. 


“A Cheap John Performance.” 

Before the cross-examination closed Mr. 
Jerome took occasion again to character- 
ize the Seabury proceeding as a “ cheap 
John ’’ performance like this present one.

Until the minutes of the November 
Grand Jury were made public yesterday, 
under an order of Judge Rosalsky, a 
good deal of mystery surrounded this 
transaction in its beginnings.

required in the Fall of 1899 to take up

Mr. Vreeland next remembered that the 
payments were made in the latter part of 
1899. He had with him a memorandum 
year. In that memorandum there was a 
check for $300,000 for the purchase of

dated May 1, 1899. Other payments shown 
in the inemoraudum included one of Dec. 
19, 1890, for $264,747.24 to Moore & Schley 
for the purchase of Electric Storage Bat- 
tery stock. Un the same day there was a 
| payment to Strong, Sturgis & Co. of $123,- 
000 for taking up stock, one of $200,000 
to William C. Whitney, and one of $200,- 
000 to C. W. Morse, entitled ‘“‘ taking up 
stock.”” Mr, Jerome pointed out to the 
witness that such payments did not cor- 
respond with the ordinary conception of 
campaign contributions.

Q.—And your understanding was that these 
accounts were not true accounts? A.—They 
were accounts as indicated by the name and 
letter—that they were special accounts being 
carried.

i Vreeland saying that he did not know to 
whom the stock was eventually sold, and 
it remained for the testimony of George 
Cc. Huhn of Philadelphia at the second 
Grand Jury investigation into the Metro- 
politan to connect this Electric Storage 
Battery stock with the 3,500 shares which 
were sold in January, 1900, in Philadel- 
|phia, so that their proceeds could go in 
| with the five contributions of $100,000 
each by the quintet of traction magnates 
land refund to the Metropolitan Railway 
ithe money paid out during the previous 

Fall. 
| Mr. Jerome asked Mr. Vreeland some- 
what more in detail what the exact pur- 
pose of these payments might be. 

‘Tt was Mr. Whitney’s custom,’ Vree- 
land said, ‘‘to carry stocks in the inter- 
lest of other people for all the years that 
I was associated with him.” 

Q.—That is, you mean that during the years 
; you were associated with him Mr, Whitney 
j was in the habit of carrying stocks for persons 
prominent in political life, and if there were 
profits the people prominent in political life 
| got them, and if there were losses Mr. Whitney 
stood them? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—Now, what gave you the idea 
was carrying it for some individual, or indi- 
viduals, prominent in political life? A.—He 
said he was carrying it for people interested 
in politics and for the interest of the company. 

Mr. Vreeland said he made no inquiry 
as to the people for whom Mr. Whitney 
was carrying the stock, and that he did 
not know that Mr. Whitney carried any 
stock for Richard Croker or Charles F, 
Murphy, He admitted he had no authori- 
ty from’ the Directorate for making the 
payments to Whitney, and that he simply 
exercised his power as President oi the 

ropolitan. 
— Mr. Vreeland left the witness 
stand last November he stated to the 
Grand Jury that he considered that he 
was entitled to immunity for any act 
by reason of data which he had furnished 
to the Public Service Commission. 

When Mr. Ryan was a witness before 
the November Grand Jury, two interest- 
ing theories were propounded, one by Mr. 
Ryan and one by District Attorney Je- 
rome, as to the Wall and Cortlandt Street 
y transaction. Mr. Ryan 
at that time stated that he supposed 
the $500,000 payment might have been 
made in the first instance for preliminary 
work in connection with the McKinley- 
Bryan campaign, this theory, of course, 
being superseded by Mr. Vreeland’s more 
detailed statement, which showed that 
|the expenditures were made in the Fall 
of 1899 for the purpose of taking up 
Electric Storage Battery stock that had 
been carried for a lot of politicians. 

Mr. Jerome’s theory of the matter—also 
made prior to the Vreeland explanation— 
so far as the Grand Jury was concerned— 
was that Mr. Ryan, in 1902, turned philan- 
thropist when the Wall and Cortlandt 
Street Ferries Railway was sold to the 

Metropolitan Securities Company. The 
price was $965,000, leaving a leeway of 
about $700,000 over _the cost to Mr. Ryan 
and Anthony N. Brady, his partner in 
the original purchase. The suggestion 
of philanthropy came in the fact that 
Mr. Ryan out of this profit received 
$111,000 only, when he might have re- 
ceived $350,000. The examination went on: 

Q.—Now what induced you, this road having 
| been sold without your knowledge or consent, 
to waive the $350,000 profit? A.—I suppose I 
| did it in the common interest. Other people ex-

REPORT CUT IN STEEL BILLETS | 


$3 Reduction Made, The Iron Trade 
Review Hears—Producers Meet To-day | 


A report of the sale of 7,000 tons of steel 
billets in the Pittsburg district at a cut 
of $3 a ton from the price which has been |! 
maintained since last Fall under the agree- | 
ment between the leading producers was 
received in Wall Street yesterday. The 
seller was said to be a New York fur- 


nace, but it was denied in steel circles | 
that the sale, if it was correctly reported, 
meant that the big producers have broken | 
ranks and are beginning to cut prices. } 

The Iron Trade Review in to-day’s is- 
sue is responsible for the story of a $3 
cut in billet prices. On this point it says: 

The present high price on billets, as com- 
pared with pig iron, is generally consid- | 
ered the most vulnerable point of the price 
schedule on crude steel and finished prod- 
ucts, and it is reported that a New York 
State concern has closed with a consumer 
in the Pittsburg district for 7,000 tons of 
open-hearth billets at about $3 per ton be- 
low the regular price. 

The large allied steel and iron interests 
have not been able to keep the same 
hold on the pig iron market that has 
enabled ‘them to maintain the prices of 
j steel and finished products, The Iron Age 
to-day says: 

Interest centres in the meeting of the pig- 
iron and ore men in this city to-day. There 
is little prospect that anything tangible will 
be done as to prices of pig iron. The East- 
ern makers are holding a preliminary meet- 
ing, some being in favor of a sufficient re- 
duction in the price to permit some metal 
to be marketed. 

The decline in operations at the steel 
works in April, as compared with March, ts 
reflected in the pig-iron production reported 
to The Iron Age. The total output of the 
coke and anthracite furnaces last month 
was 1,149,000 tons in thirty days, compared 
with 1,228,000 tons in March, in thirty-one 
days. The decline in the daily output from 
39,619 tons in March to 38,289 tons in April 
is due largely to the steel works furnaces, 
whose product fell off from 27,145 tons to 


24,185 tons dally.
